REV. OVIDE CHARLEBOIS’ FIELD 
EXTENDS 10 THE POLE. 


Newly Appointed Vicar Apostolic of 
Keewatin Is an Energetic and 
Faithful Missionary—Has Spent 23 


Years In the Mission Fields of the | 


North—He Will Have 
Priests to Assist Him. 


Rev. Ovide Charlebois, 0.M.1., who 
Was conseernted vicar apostolic of 
Keewatin diocese, by Mgr. Langevin, 
O.M.1., archbishop of St. Boniface, 
at the parish church of the Assump- 
tion, near Montreal, a few days ago, 
is very well known tn Hull, Quebec, 
and Ottawa. The consecration cere- 
mony was a solemn function, three 
bishops, many priests, including two 
brothers of the new bishop, and a 
very large number of laity being 
present. Mgr. Charlebois is at pres- 
ent in Ottawa where he is expected to 
remain until the new year when he 
will proceed to his newly formed 
vicarage weich embraces the north

of the province of Saskatchewan and | 


the territory north of the Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba up to the Arctic 
Circle. He will have 13 Oblate 
Fathers to assist him in the work in 
this vast ficld. His labors in the 
ast have been very successful and 
is lordship is confident that with the 
help of Indian schvols and his mis 
sionaries he will be able to do much

to solace the lot of the red men whe 
live in that rugged district. 

Mer. Ovide Charlebois was born in 
Ora, Quebec, in 1862. und belongs te 
one of the pioneer families in that 


province. His early education was 
obtained at Assumption College, 
Montreal. Later he entered the 


Novitiate of the Oblate Fathers at 
Lachine and was ordained to the 
priesthood in 1887. Two of his broth. 
ers also entered the priesthood, one 
being at present principal of the Ot- 
tawa East Scholastic and the other 
parish priest of the Holy Family 
parish, Ottawa East. In 1887 Mer 
Charlebois was appointed to the mis 
sion field ot the diocese of St.Albert 
Five years later he arrived at St 
Joseph Mission and for 16 years he 
labored in these wild regions of the 
north, for the most part making his 
own living whilst visiting and preach 
ing to the people. In recognition of 
his zeal he was placed at the head of 
all the neighboring missions in 1890, 
this giving him supervision of all the 
‘lower’ Saskatchewan, and each 
year he has traveled along the Sas- 
atchewan and its tributaries by 
} ait fron Prinee Albert looking after 
the Indians and carrying provisions 
to the different posts. In 1903 he be. 
came director of St. Michael's Indian 


School at Duck Lake which has, 
under his care, tecome one of the 
finest Indian schools of the west 


When the new vicariate apostolic was 
formed, which includes all the terri- 
tory watered by the tributaries of the 
Hudson Bay und extending to 
North Pole, Mer. Charlebois was 
selected as the first vicar upostolic. 


A Laborer’s Windfall. 

The story of a remarkable wind- 
rall comes from Bunby, near Glasgow, 
to the effect that a farm laborer nam- 
ed John McCluskey, has become heir 
to a huge fortune, said to exceed a 
quarter of a million pounds sterling. 
Some days ago an advertisement was 
published, offered a reward for infor- 
mation as to the whereabouts of John 
McCiuskey, formerly of Annahilla, Ty- 
rone. The other day a legal repre- 
sentative and a relation visited the 
farm and informed McCluskey (who 
was found working in a turnip field) 
that he was the heir to a huge for- 
tune. In company with his two visi- 
tors, the laborer immediately proceed- 
ed to Glasgow to embark for New 
York. The mony, it is stated, has 
been left by a brother of McCluskey’s 
in the United States, with whom he 
had had no correspondence for twenty 
years.

The Oldest Soldier. 

The oldest soldier in the British 
army is Samuel Parsons, the King’s 
gunner at Windsor Castle, who recent- 
ly celebrated the fifty-second anniver- 
sary of his appointment as the Royal 


| Gunner in the Round Tower of. Wind- 


sor Castle. Although nearly 87 yeurs 
of age, he is still on the active list, 
and has drawn full military pay tor 
65 years. Parsons still retains all tis 
faculties, his sight being very good, 
and he enjoys good health. He was 


| born at Morval, Kast Loo, Cornwail, 


in 1825, and at the age of 19 years 
joined the Royal Artillery at Devou- 
port. He was at Quebee with his 
regiment for six years, and after three 
years’ home service was despatched 
to the Crimea. After being laid up 
for a time with fever, Parsons re 
turned to the sea of war the day before 
the charge of Balaklava, although he 
did not take part in that memorable 
charge, but was present at the battle 
of Inkerman. After the Crimea he 
went to Woolwich, and was appointed 
Royal Gunner at Windsor Castle on 
October 17, 1859. Parsons possessed 
six medals, including the Crimean 
medal, with bars for Sevastopol, Ink- 
erman, and Balaklava, the Turkish 
medal, the long service medal, Queen 
Victoria’s jubilee medal, with a bar 
for the Diamond Jubilee, King Ed- 
ward’s coronation medal, and King 
George’s coronation medal. 


+ Artificial Wood. 

Mr. Louis: Carre, in England, has 
invented u process for the artificial 
production of wood from straw or 
dried grass. It is proposed to use 
the wood only in the manutacture of 
matches, for which purpose, it is said 
to be cheaper than natural wood. The 
straw is. pressed through crushin 
rolls and then through cylindrica 
cutters, which divided it into strips. 
Afterward, sujsplied with an adhesive, 
the stripe, enclosed.on top and bot- 
tom with layers of paper, ure pressed 
between other rolls, and through 
linked molds in the form of a vhain, 
where they are subjected to pressure 
and heat, from which they tssue in 
the form of round splints, which are 
then cut into the proper length for 
matches,

Synopsis of Canadian North 
West Land Regulations 


AXY person who is the sole head of 
family, orany male over 18 years old 
may homestead a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Ageney for the district. 
Entry by proxy may be made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by father 
mother, son, daughter, brother or sister o1 
intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months residence upon ana 
cultivation of land in each of three years 
A homesteader may live within nine miles 
of his homestead on # farm of at least 80 
acres soly owned and occupied by him or 
by his father mother, son, daughter, bro 
ther or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 

3.00 per acre.
